Sometimea the 
wife only works in the department, and 
the husband rents at heme or devotee 
Els talents to preaching the gospel."

The American (..'(institution, as it is io be found in the Declara- 
-tion of Independence, the original art jefc^awji the Amendments, is 
good and worthy of preservation. When" it is fairly administered 
any true lover of liberty would rather live under it tfian under any 
other mode of government, ancient or modern, barbarous or refined. 
Jts distraction at the'present moment,' by apdecision of the 1'nited 
States Supreme Court establishing the segregation of the Negro," 
would he the most melancholy thing that could happen, both to the 
white man and to the Negro. 

Such an event would turn back the march of progress many 
centuries; and he that could coolly set about to effect, it must unite 
Jhe bigotry of the zealot with the malignity of race hate. Few men 
of either race have surmounted the prejsidices of their blood. Each 
takes his own color and form as the ideal of perfection: hence in Eu- 
rope they paint their Gqd white, and in Africa they paint him black. 
In the present great war in Europe the Slav is contending with the 
Teuton for the supremacy, and tlje Anglo-Saxon is tightly holding 
on to the supremacy which he has had more than a century in his 
own hands. We, as sincere lovers of the Constitution, tremble when 
we know that the record of the decisions of the Supreme Court show 
many opinions against- the Negro, based on race feeling, and pray 
that the more advanced idea of human brotherhood will prevail in 
their deliberations. We are 'at the mercy of a hitler and prevalent
